BUT MEETING WOULD ALLOW ADEQUATE TIME FOR EXCHANGE OF INFO 
AND DISCUSSION ON RESEARCH ACTIVITIES OF PARTICIPANTS. 

AGENCY SUGGESTS ALSO THAT ARRANGEMENTS BE MADE FOR VISITING 
SOME OF RESEARCH FACILITIES AT OAK RIDGE AND/OR POSSIBLY 
BROWNS FERRY TVA RESEARCH PROJECT. 

2. AT PRESENT TIME, PARTICIPANTS IN THIS COORDINATED 
RESEARCH PROGRAM INCLUDE DR. JOHN W. MCMAHON, CANADA; 

DR. W. SCHIKARSKI AND DR. KARL REIMAN, FRG; DR. P.R. 

KAMATH, INDIA; DR. C. C. COUTANT, ORNL; DR. WILLIAM B. 

WREN, TVA; AND DR. W.L. TEMPLETON, BATTELLE PACIFIC 
NORTHWEST LABORATORY. AGENCY ALSO NOTES POSSIBILITY 
THAT DR. STEVEN SPIGARELLI, ANL, MAY BECOME PARTICIPANT. 

3. AGENCY LETTER NOTES THAT, SHOULD USG CONFIRM DESIRE 
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WOULD BE REQUIRED AS FOLLOWS: 

A. GOVERNMENT OF THE USA SHALL ACCORD TO AGENCY, 

ITS PROPERTY, FUNDS, ASSETS AND OFFICIALS, AND TO PERSONS 
DESIGNATED BY DIRECTOR GENERAL TO PARTICIPATE IN MEETING, 
PRIVILEGES AND IMMUNITIES PROVIDED FOR IN AGREEMENT ON 
PRIVILEGES AND IMMUNITIES OF INTERNATIONAL ATOMIC ENERGY 
AGENCY. 

B. GOVERNMENT OF THE USA SHALL ACCORD TO OFFICIALS 

AND PARTICIPANTS EVERY FACILITY NECESSARY TO ENTER, REMAIN 
IN AND LEAVE THE U.S. IN RELATION WITH MEETING. A PRO- 
VISIONAL LIST OF PARTICIPANTS AND OFFICIALS WOULD BE 
SENT IN DUE TIME BEFORE MEETING. 

C. GOVERNMENT OF THE USA SHALL MAKE AVAILABLE 
TO AGENCY, WITHOUT CHARGE, PREMISES WITH FACILITIES 
ADEQUATE AND APPROPRIATE FOR MEETING FOR ENTIRE DURATION 
OF MEETING. THIS WOULD INCLUDE - SECRETARIAL ASSISTANCE, 
CONFERENCE CLERK AND PROJECTIONIST AND ACCESS TO REPRO- 
DUCTION FACILITIES. NO INTERPRETATION WILL BE REQUIRED. 

THE GOVERNMENT OF THE USA SHALL TAKE NECESSARY MEASURES 
FOR ENSURING SAFETY AND PRESERVATION OF ORDER AT 
PREMISES FOR DURATION OF MEETING. 

D. AGENCY SHALL PROVIDE COST OF TRAVEL AND PER 

DIEM FOR PARTICIPANTS DESIGNATED BY IT FROM MEMBER STATES 
OTHER THAN THOSE AT HOST LABORATORY. 

4. COMMENT: MISSION NOTES THAT SOME REVISIONS WILL BE 
REQUIRED IN ITEMS A AND C ABOVE, E.G., PRIVILEGES AND 
IMMUNITIES PROVISION, AND "ENSURING SAFETY" PROVISION, 

AND SUGGESTS THAT AEC/DEPARTMENT ALSO CONSIDER FOREGOING 
ARRANGEMENTS IN LIGHT OF IAEA VIENNA 4395.
